Reached Kemendine at evening, having passed 
New Village, ant others of smaller note. 7 omer 
dine contains 350 houses, and from it we have a 
clear view of the Great Pagoda at Rangoon. 

April 7. We p iblished the gospel in Let-theat 
and Sen-koo, considerable villages on the right bank 
of the river, and beture evening arrived at Kewe- 
noo, a town lying on both sides of the river, and con- 
tuining 1,000 houses. 

Many asked for tracts, so that about 300 were 
given away. A few listened attentively to the word ; 
but the priests opposed us bitterly. . 

April8. Pas eda tew small villages, and before 
evening reached Neyoung-dong, on the lett shore, 
100 houses. Oa the right shore is a new village, as 
large. The reins prevented us from doing much. 
Ciave away a few tracts, and preached to a few 
stupid people, who had not zeal enough to dispute, 
or curiosity enough to makea single inquiry. 

April 10. This morning had a lone consultation 
about the propriety ot proceeding, or halting in this 
village, as our boat has sprung a leak, so that it re- 
quires one man to keep baling. After making an 
effortin vain fo get a house, in order to secure our 
hooks and clothes from the rain which was filling in 
torrents, | concluded to go on ; and about 12 
we reached a number of small villages, scattered

along on both sides of the river, and one village of 


Karens. As the rains fell fast, and the winds blew 
violently, we ran the boat under the wind ward shore, 
‘ flaving just reached the mouth 
of the Irrawaddy, and there being no forest on either 
shore to break the foree of the wind, its clear broad 
stream becomes greatly agitated, so much so as to 
en langer the safety of the rudely constructed, and 
still more rudely managed boats of the Burmans. 
Fortunately, we discovered the leak before night, 
and succeeded in stopping it, for which we all telt to 
reioiee. Probably a hundred boats are lying here, 
be ing afraid to enter the great river. Just at eve- 
ning, visited one of the largest villages, aud declared 
the word of God to about twenty. Some of them 
appeared to feel its importance, and made many in- 
teresuing inquiries, This so annoyed a . coerge 
Priest, that he snecringly inquired, “ Do you think 
we have no object of worship?” I visited a few 
families of Karens, some distance from this village. 
‘Tiney were kind and hospitable, and were disposed 
to listen; but as darkness was fast gathering 
around, | was obliged to hasten back to the boat.

Karens on the Irrawaddy. 


April 11. ‘The sun arose without a cloud, which, 
after a day and night of incessant storms of wind 
and rain, was very grateful to us. We proceeded 
up the Lrrawaddy till about 10 o’clock, without 


discovering any thing on either side but plains of 


luxuriant grass, as far as the eye could reach, ex- 
cept it was now and then a kind of untamed buffi- 
loes, and here and there moukeys sporting along the 
shores. About 10 o’clock, the scene chanced.  Im- 
mense puddy and plaintain fields, with here and 
there a cluster of buildings, sure indications of in- 
tellivence. We visited some of these houses, and 
found they were Karens, and that their villages ex- 
tended back to the mountains. “Three could read, 
and to them we gave books. One can scarcely im- 
agine a more interesting field of labor than teaching 
these people the way of life. Their complexion, 
dress, features, and, as nearas I could discover, their 
language, are the same as the Karens on the Da- 
ewimne. Two o'clock in the afternoon, came up to 
come small Burman villages, containing from 10 to 
10 houses each. I took 100 tracts, having with me 
Ko Shoon, and Ko San-lone. We visited three of 
these villages lying along the east shore. 
them. we had an assembly of about 40, besides chil- 
dren. In the other villages, between 20 and 30 lis- 
tened, and 50 tracts were given away. Just at eve- 
ning, on foot, we entered San-gen, a village con- 
taining 1,000 houses, and extending along the east 
bank about two miles. Inthe evening, we spread 
ourselves into different parts of the town, preached 
the gospel to the people, and gave away 100 tracts. 
It is supposed there are not less than 500 bonts ly- 
ing at anchor before this town, and some of them 
are large. 
Preaching at Da-nu-bu, 

San-gen, April 12. This morning, went into the 
town again, gave a few tracts, and preached in dif- 
ferent places till 10o’clock. Ko San-lone went to 
a Karen village, back of the town. I could distinct- 
ly see a number of villages on the plain, shaded by 
Mango trees ; and the Burmans told me there were 
great numbers of Karen villages lying back on each 
side of the river, About 4 o'clock in the afternoon, 
we reached Da-nu-bu on the west shore. I called 
on the Me-o-woon, (or city governor) gave him the 
Balance, which was read, and afterwards we had a 
long conversation. Three of the disciples were 
along with me : they became bold, and preached 
Christ and the resurrection with so much power and 
urgency, that no one thought of leaving till near 
dark. 

We gave 50 tracts to the people present. In dif- 
ferent parts of the town we had preaching, and in 
the evening a number of boats came around us, and 
the people listened till a late hour, while first one

and then another, preached the go=pel of the king- 
dom. 

Da-nu-bu, April 13. Early in the morning went 
to a kyoung, found an old blind priest sitting op an 
clevated place, 25 or 80 gold idols a little to his 
right hend, many offer’nys spread out before him, 
and an assembly of about 50 persons, wailing to 
’ Pali. All was profoundly sient 
1 broke the silence by asking 1! 
that priest was blind. They said,“ Yes.” “Is ] ej 
also mentally blind?” “Yes.” “If the eyes ot 
his body, and the eyes of his mind are blind, how 
reat is his darkness! Does the old man worship 
those idols standing there ?” ” Yes, every day.”

man, rather intelligent, and very candid in conver- 
sation. When parting with him, he said, “ Your 
lobject is good ; but the Burmans are veiy isecrs::! 
and cannot understand much.” This plice 
for being the spot where the great Bazicdola lost his 
life in fighting against the English. In all, about 
300 tracts were given away, and several persons 
listened with great earnestness. Leaving Da-nu- 
bu, we passed several smail villages, and about 2 
o’elock, reached S-ga-ge, a village of 50 houses. 
We spent an hour in preaching to the people ; but 
they were too stupid to make a single inquiry, or 
even to wish for a book, except one old woman, whe 
drank down every word. 
Visit to Zo-Loon-Thoung. 

Reached Zo-loon-thoung, a small village, like 
many others we have just passed. Here we intend 
to spend the Lord’s day, and scatter some seed that 
shall hereafter yield much fruit to the glory of divine 
yrace. 

April 14. Lord’s day.

April 15. Leti Zo-loon-thoung early in the mor- 
ning, passed a number of villages, and made a halt 
in Thla-sike. Here are about 80 houses. Atter 
much disputing and some preaching, about 30 asked 
for books. ‘he Karen villages were some distance 
back, and the heat was so oppressive we did not 
visit them. At evening, arrived at Toung-bo-tara, 
a place of 40 houses ; more than 100 boats were ly- 
ing before the village—went immediately on shore, 
and began conversation vith two men in the street. 
In ashort time, a great numbeer gathered round, 
listened to the gospel, and made many inquiries. 1 
found no one had ever read any of our books ; but 
most of them had heardof the new religion. Under 
the necessity of making dinner and supper on rice 
and salt ; the Burmans will not sella fowl, though 
I offered a rupee for one. Hitherto we have got 
fowls and eggs of Karens, but here their villages are 
far back from the river. 

April 16. Early this morning, Ko San-lone went 
back tothe Karen villages, and got two fowls, which 
Was a very welcome repast after a day’s fisting. 
The boat proceeded on, while some took the left 
shore, passing through a number of small villages, 
preaching and giving tracts to those who wished to 
read. We found two persons who had read the Ba- 
lance before, and they appeared to be sincere in- 
quirers. Ifere the females cannot read; and I find 
the further we get from Rangoon, the smaller the 
number is that understand letters; while in Ran- 
goon and the neighboring towns, nearly all can 
read well. The country has the appearance of an 
immense plain, spotted here and there with mango 
trees, 

Paushrvinement of a Pricet 
Kan-thah-da. About 4 o’clock, reached Tan- 
thah-da, a city on the left bank, containing, some 
say ten, others fifteen thousand inhabitants. I call- 
ed on the governor, and was treated civilly, but he 
was a stupid old man, and a bigoted Boodhist. He 
said, probably my religion was suited to foreigners, 
but the Burmans choose to worship Gaudama. So 
there was an end to all argument. Foreigners 
choose to have their cloth cut and shaped to the bo- 
dy ; Burmans choose a piece of cloth wrapped 
around them. None but stupid Burmans reason in 
this manner; they generally defend themselves, or 
rather their religion, till every ehred of it is picked in 
pieces. It is an unfavorable time to visit this city. 
A Burman priest of some note has been enshrined 
for twoor three months ; to-day they draw him upon 
/a@ car, and to-morrow, after blowing him in pieces 
with powder, he will be burned. Tae method of en- 
shrining is this: powdered charcoal, with a little 
cement, is placed over the body, two or three inches 
in a, Boy ; upon this, split bamboo is placed, so as 
completely to cover the body, except the head ; then 
with a large cord they wind the body from the feet 
to the neck, the cord is drawn as tight as several 
men can do it, on this, some adhesive plaster is pla- 
ced, so as to make a smooth surface; this adhesive 
and hardening plaster is also put on the head—the 
whole is then covered with gold leaf, and placed 
upon a coffin elevated ten or twelve feet high—all is 
adorned and painted according to the Burman taste, 
The whole scene to-day has been in character with 
heathenism : the frame on which the coffin is placed, 
was fastened upon a large clumsy car, having only 
one commendable property, strength. The car stood 
in the middle of one of the largest streets, and great 
numbers of large ropes were fastened around each | 
axle-tree, and extended, I should judge, nearly half’ 
a mile from the car each way. Every thing was | 
in readiness when I arrived. I was directed to a’ 
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zayat, in which the governor and his lady were 
seated. The word was viven by the awoverbor, and 
hundreds and thousands of voices re-echoed the 
word. Instantly their strength was exerted; the 
strngele was short ; the cartrembled for a few min- 
utes, when the ropes gave way on one side, and the 
other party ran away with the priest, shouting: vie- 
tory—one men was crushed to death, and others 
much hurt. I should think there were six or seven 
thousand pulling at the ear,—the party that prevail- 
ed have the honor of shooting and burning the priest 
to-morrow,

April? After spending all the forenoon in the 
city, in which time we found many to dispute, and 
a few W ho appeared to be serious 1 quirers, we came 
to Thir-a-wau, a considerable village on the right 
shore. One foreigner lives here, an American ; he 
speaks the Burman quite well, but does not under- 
stand a word of English. 

Ko Shoon and Ko San-lone went into one part of 
the town. and I went into another. I now tound 
If surrounded by anattentive assembly. Wien 
it beeame dark, several urged me to stay longer, 
saying, “ We want to hear more of this religion, 
if it is true that there isa God who is free from sick- 
ness, old age and death, he must be the most excel- 
lent. About 30 followed me to the boat, and begged 
for books, Ko Shoon and Ko San-loue did not re- 
turn till long afier dark: they found a large num- 
ber willing to listen—more than 100 men, besides 
women and children. At length, several priests 
came in, and were so indignant at their boldness, 
and the listening attention of the people, that they 
began to revile and dispute, and influenced all but 
five or six persons to give up the tracts they had re- 
eeived,—about 100 persons. Five men declared

holdly their conviction of the truth, and determined 


to read andexamine. IT trust a small handful of 
corn has been planted here, that shallepring wp and 
vield fruit that shall shake like the forest of Leba- 
non. 

April 18. Have passed a number of small villa- 
ges, but much of the country to day appears to be 
an unsubdued jungle. At dark, we fastened our 
boat in an obscure place: there is a little village of 
18 houses on the margin of the river, but the inhabi- 
tants tell us to be on our wateh, for robberies are 
often committed in beats that stay here. After 
sending two men a great distance to Karen settle- 
ments, they returned with one fowl, which was all 
Ley could £Ch. 

April 19. ‘The country is wild and uncultivated. 
Here and there small villages, and great numbers 
of boats passing up and down the river. One vil- 
lage, Ting-dau, on the right shore, larger than any 
of the others, is noted as a place where Pr. Judson, 
on his way to Prome, spent a night, and preached 
the gospel to the people,—four men who then heard 
the gospel, and received tracts, profess a decided at- 
tachment to the Chiristian religion. One of them

said, about six days journey from this, 
that breaks off near this place, and empties itself

Just at evening, we came to Mo-nyo, a large vil- 
lage of 500 houses : one of the principal men of the 
town listened with much apparent earnestness—also 
many ethers, till ten o’clock at night. The pecple 
came bear our boats, asking for books, and hearing 
the gospel. Darkness covers the land, and gross 
darkness the people ; but Christ is the true light, 
and also the life of men. O God, let the power ef 
the cross be displayed !

April 22. At five o'clock this morning, having 
four disciples with me, set off to visit an ancient city, 
43 miles back from the river Ya-ge It is the 


capital of a large district, appropriated to a nephew 


H-inen. 


of the king. The only thing Il admired was the 
beautiful groves of m Lro, banyan and palm, which 
shaded almost every part of the city. Le led on 
the governor, told him who I war, and then effered 
him twoorthree books. Tle said he did not care 
to receive them, because he had swern to the hing 


to be faithful till death. It was in vain that [ told 

him worshipping the Eternal Ged would not in- 

fringe om his loyalty to the king. He was satisfied, 
he said, to worship as his king did. When his break- 
fist was broueht in, he raised it to his head, uttering 
several sentences of Pali. Then a silver vase filled 
with tea was raised, and the same words repeated. 
T asked him ifhe prayed toGaucama. Hesaid, no; 
it was a wish for the appearance of another Doodh. 
I tried again and again to interest his mind on the 
subject of religion, but he was pertectly satisfied 
with himself And how could it be otherwise 2? All 
his people were on their knees before him, address- 
ing him by the most flattering, even blasphemous 
titles ; all the dishes before him were gold and silver, 
and he had only to believe what every one told him, 
to think himself one of the wisest, greatest, a1 d bext 
of men. Leaving the old man, we went into the 
city, and preached about two hours to the people ; 
nearly 200 asked for tracts. 

The Kyenese of the Mountainea. 

After passing a number of small villages which I 
had net time to visit, we arrived belore night at 
K’moung, al city on the west side of ihe river, of ten 
or fifteen thousand inhabitants. Here IT had the 
first view of that long range ef mountains which se- 
parates Burmeh from Arraean. These mountains 
are inhabited by a race of peep'e, called Kyen, 
something ke the Karens, without priests or tem- 
ples, though their language is different, and 
mark the faces of their females with black spots. 
The Permans tell me these peop!e are numerous, 
that they have no letters, and are kind and inoffen- 
sive to travellers. 

In this city, we have met with epposition from al- 
most every oue ; five or six only appeared to feel, 
While walking through the croves of tamarind. 

‘mango, and other fruit trees, which shaded nearly 
the whole town, my mind was much affected to sce 
monuments in honor of false gods, in every diree- 

tion. To seea place possessing so many beauties, 
and exhibiting so much evidence of Divine goodness,

Interestivg Incident. 

| April 23. About 12 o'clock, reached Mey-an- 
joung, acily onthe west side of the river. We 
gave away about 300 tracts, and a great many lis- 
tened with earnestness to the word of Gol. Great 
numbers came around the boat, and stood in the 
water while I read and explamed the eatechism. 
Ko Shocen and Ko San-lone travelled the whole cay, 
passing through all the sinall villages, till we arrived 
at Key-an-gen, a town as large as Rangoon, on the 
west side of the river. They found many disposed 
to listen, and hardly one in these country plieces, 
manifested much attachment to Boodhism. Ta a 
small village, 2 miles trom Mey-in-oung, they wave 
12 or 15 cracts to a number of men sitting ina zay- 
at, and lay down tosleep a few minutes. In the

| the mountains, and plentiful showers of rain, keep 

every thing that grows in a flourishing state, se 
that the spontaneous pi ocuctions ot the “land more 
than support its inhab.tants, without any industry 
ou their part. 

The anchor was scareely east this morning, be- 
tore our deck was crowded with natives, men, wo- 
pmen, and ehildren, who swam off to us in numbers, 
‘some curying theirkepas in their hands above the 

water, and others heeping up a constant and most 
deatening noise. Some of them, beth men and wo- 
men, Were entirely naked, and none of them were 
any thing more thaaa narrow strip of kapa around 
ithe loins. ‘Phechildren were without even this.— 
The first thing which attracted their attention on 
board, was the latices and the children, Some of 
(hems at tiist appewred perfectly frantic, uttered loud 
ejaculations, ‘oud laughter, and Jumped on the deck 
wih amazement as they looked down the hatch inte 
the ladies’ eabin, and saw them with their children 
on their laps. Veihiniand pikanini (he women and 
chilfren) were the whole talk fore and alt, while 
every hele and scutile, Uivongh which they might 
be seen, was c:owded by naked an! noisy natives.— 
It was no small trial to the feelings of our wives to 
Witness the shameless conduct and indelicate ges- 
tures of many in the crowd that gazed upon them. 
\ person, who has never been in a lca hen land, 
can searcely form a correct idea of the shocking in- 
delicacy of Uneir actions. But if their kinguagre had 
heen understood, the case would have been much 
worse. “The feimales, too, in this respect, are ne 
better than the males. 

The Marques aus, however, are naturally a fine 
race oF pe ple. Their form and physiognomy please 
my faney better than those of any other tribes of 
the Pacific L have yet seen. Many of the women 
are truly handsome : and perliips the men would 
be equally so, were it not for tattooing which black- 
ens and disfigures most of them very much. Their 
skin is evidently a shade lighier than that of the 
‘Tuhitians and Mawaians, 

From several foreigners, who reside here, we 
have received a sad item of imellgenee. About 
three weeks ago, they, with two other white mer, 
visited a small tribe onthe other side of this island, 
jor the puipore of trading ; and, while some distance 
trom their boat, the natives rose upon them, aad 
attempted tomurder all of them. Most of them, 
however, took the alarm in season, and with great 
difficulty made their way to the boat, and, being as- 
sisted by some triendly natives, carried it some dis- 
tance to the shore, and put it out to sea ; while the 
two above mentioued were overtaken, and beaten to 
death by clubs. An? what forms a shoeking part of 
the tragedy isthe fact, that, ina few minutes after 
they were dead, their bowels were taken out, and 
eaten by their murderers. Wliat ean be more hor- 
rible than this! Let those who think it a matter of 
small importanee whether the heathen have the 
vospel or not, consider this distressing transaction.— 
The act was done, Lunderstand, by the instigation 
ofa clictina neighboring valley, who had hada 
trifling cispute withone of the foreigners. 
| Soon afier we came toanchor, Messrs. Alexander, 

Parker, and myself, taking Mr. Morrison as an in- 
terpreter, Went ashore to visit Hape, the princi- 
pal cliefin this valley. He is asick man, and prob- 
ably never will recover; but lying on his mat, he 
received us with kindness, and seemed to rejoice that 
we had at last arrived. Without a moment’s hesi- 
tation, he offered us his house to live in, and said he 
would have one built close by it for himself, that he 
might he able the better to protect us. The dimen- 
sions of the house are about twelve feet by forty.— 
this is to be our dwelling for the present, and also 
ithe store-house for our goods, It is built in native 
istyle, a half-house, with the one side open, and with- 
out Windows ordoors. ‘The floor is ‘aid with large 
round stones, and, at one side, two logs of a foot in 
diameter are laid about four feet apart, with a mat 
between them fora bed. One log constitutes the 
jillow, while the legs he across the other. ‘he house 
is built of small poles set in the ground, and covered 
with the leaves of the bread fruit tree and cocoa- 
nut. 

12th.—To-day, Mrs. Armstrong and Mrs. Parker 
ventured ashore lor the first time. As we expect- 
ed, they attracted a great crowd. Astonished na- 
tives came running from every quarter, and one we- 
lan got completely beside herself. She with a
